GERMANS SAY 100 
KILLED 


German wireless heard in New York 
yesterday, savs Associated Press, quoted 
an Ankara report saying that the Paris 
News Agency reported that 100 persons 
were killea when a British warship 
hombarded the Iranian city of Bandar 
Shapur, on the Persian Gulf. 


TOLD TO LEAVE 


A delayed Associated Press message 
from Teheran says that on Monday the 
police of the Iranian capital handed 
16 obscure German businessmen orders 
to get out of Iran within a fortnight. 
This was the first police action since 
the German issue was raised. The 
passports of about 50 other Germans 
were taken to police headquarters. 

It was announced that the German 
Legation was prepared to intervene 
on behalf of the 16 German business 
men, but since the Legation itself was 
advising German nationals — not 
engaged in successful enterprises to 
return to the Reich it was believed 
no serious protest would be made. 
Over 100 German women and children 
were voluntarily trying to evacuate 
the country, but were finding this 
dificult as it' was hard to obtain 
Turkish visas and also to find transport 
out of Iran. The latter problem was 
due to the requisitioning of private 
cars “in the interests of public 
welfare.”’ 


TALKS CONTINUE 


Another delayed telegram from 
Teheran dated Monday says:—As the 
Anglo-Russian forces advanced to-day 
the Premier, Ali Mansur, told an 
extraordinary session of the Iranian 
Parliament that the Government was 
continuing conversations with the 
Allies “to clarify the reason 
and object of these transgressions.’ 
Some Iranian sources expressed the 
opinion that agreement with Britain 
and Russia might still be reached. If 
the German problem could be settled 
satisfactorily similar agreements were 
probable with regard to increased 
military protection for the British oil 
holdings in Southern Iran, the transit 
of supplies to the Soviet and the 
abandonment of Iran cotton shipments 


TURKS HOPE FOR 
SETTLEMENT 


Commenting on the Anglo-Soviet 
move, Ankara wireless last night de- 
clared: ‘‘Turkish public opinion 
follows the incident closely, and hopes 
that it is not too late for a peaceful 
settlement of the. incident.” 

The Ankara announcer quoted a 
leading article from the Turkish news- 
paper, Yeni Sabah, which said :—‘‘Our 
relations with the Iranian Government 
are friendly and neighbourly. On the 
other hand, we are allies of the British 
nation in brotherhood of ideals in the 
struggle for the establishment of 1n- 
ternational relations based on goa 
It is, therefore, a great sorrow u 
that the two friendly and Allied Go- 
yernments have allowed things to de- 
velop to a conflict, In spite of all we 
have not lost hope that there may yet 
he restoration of 
normal and friendly relations between

THE British and Indian troops 
from the Army of India, 
who crossed the Iranian frontier 
from Irag early yesterday morn- 
ing, consist of two forces, one 
operating from the south, with 
Basra as its base, and the other 
taking as its starting-point 
Khanaquin, about a hundred 
miles north-east of Baghdad. 


DAWN SURPRISE 


Little resistance has been encountered 
—at the time of telegraphing the only 
casualty is one Gurkha wounded—but 
there is a possibility of strong opposi- 
tion in the Paitik Pass, where the road 
rises 35,000 feet to cross the Zagros 
range. Report puts the Iranian forces 
mased there as 10,000, with more than 
six guns, but that is probably an 
exagyeration. 

The lranian gendarmerie and Customs 
officials at the frontier post of Chosroes 
were surprised to find themselves 
wakened up at dawn by the advance 
guard of a Gurkha battalion, which 
took the lot prisoner without a shot 
being fired on either side. All were 
released, except for one Army officer, 
and the Gurkhas proceeded upon their 
way to Quasrishirin, which is a town 


of mud huts crowning a number of 
hillocks grouped round an oasis. Th.e 
head of the column met with some 


long-range machine-gun and riffle fire 
as it approached the town, but, having 
fired a few rounds, the Iranians melted 
away into the mountains to the north. 


COMMTUNICATIONS CUT 


The spearhead .of the attack had 
been Jed by British hussars belonging 
to an Indian armoured brigade. Cross- 
ing the frontier at a point some miles 
north of Chosroes in a long procession 
of tanks and armoured cars, the 
hussars made their way round the back 
of Quasrishirin, cutting the communica. 
tions of the town with the west and 
north, and getting astride the road 
between Quasrishirin and Kermanshah, 
which is also the main road to Teheran. 

At Quasrishirin they joined forces 
with the Gurkhas, and led a further 
advance along the road towards fhe 
famous Paitak Pass. Another column 
crossed the frontier at the south-east 
in the direction of Gilan, a point from 
which there would seem to be a possi- 
bility of threatening the rear of any 
Iranian forces attempting to hold the 
pass. An occasional Royal Air Force 
aeroplane was seen over the area cf 
operations, but during this early stage 
n> Jraman aircraft put in an 
appearance. 


NATIVES FRIENDLY 


It was a long ribbon of dust as the 
British artillery, tanks and Bren car- 
riers, and the Gurkha and Sikh 
infantry lorries and transport wound 
their way in a seemingly endless pro- 
cession into the heart of the Shah's 
country. 

The few local inhabitants who were 
seen on the road showed no hostility. 
The Gurkhas, who entered Quasrishirin, 
found some of the townspeople '' exces- 
sively friendly.” but the prevailing 
sentiment seemed to be one of surprise 
and curiosity. Whether more extended 
operations are necessary will Ns 
depend on the reaction of Teheran to 
the action already taken by the Indian 
Army and the Russian Armies. Neces- 
sary collaboration between the two 
armies has been ensured. 


RUSSIAN AIM 


It is expected that the Russian Army 
will advance only as far south as 's 
necessary to eliminate the potential 
threat to the Russian rear caused by 
the present policy of the Iranian 
Government. That is to say, the Rus- 
sians will probably not want to come 
farther south than Tabriz.— (Copyright, 
per Press Association.) 


U.S. AID TO 
ALLIES 


PRESIDENT ALLEGES 
SABOTAGE CAMPAIGN 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—President 
Roosevelt said to-day that there was 
no doubt that a campaign had been 
organised to spread rumours, distor- 
tions, half-truths and falsehoods in an 
effort to sabotage the United States 
programme. He made this accusation 
at a Press conference, after being 
asked to comment on reports of the 
misuse of Lease-and-Lend funds. One 
journalist told him that he had read 
that the British had run up big 
bills, at a Washington restaurant. 
‘‘ Certainly,’ the President replied, 
‘‘ that was never charged to the Lease- 
and-Lend account.” At this point he 
referred to the organised campaign of 
sabotage, and added that the instance 
quoted by the journalist was probably 
a good example.

BIGGEST WHEAT 
CROP SINCE 1846 


DR. RYAN ON FEEDING 


PROSPECTS 


DR JAMES RYAN, Minister 
for Agriculture, went to 
the microphone last night to 
thank farmers publicly for 
giving this country its biggest 
wheat crop since 1846. 

'“Í want to say that the 
farmers have done a magnificent 
job,” he said. “' | believe we 
can now assume an average 
yield for cereal and root crops. 
... . If we get this average 
yield we shall have this year 
bi, through tillage, the 
argest amount of food on 
record. 

Claiming that no class had served 
the community better than the farmers, 
Dr. Ryan said that here and there there 
had been cases of lodging of crops, but 
that on the whole the harvest was 
promising, and a fair yield could be 
expected from the 491,000 acres sown 
under wheat. He warned the public, 
however, that on the weather of the 
next few weeks would depend the con- 
dition of the yrain. 

Even if all the wheat was well saved, 
there would not be enough to provide a 
year's bread, plus the seed for next 
year's crop. To obtain enough wheat 
from abroad to fill the deficiency might 
not be possible, and he announced that 
it would be necessary to hold, as a 
reserve for human food, a considerable 


proportion of the -produce of the 
169,000 acres under barley. This 
reserve, together with the _ barley 


bought for malting, would, he feared, 
absorb nearly all that came on the 
market. 


BIG DEMAND ON OATS 


Feeders of live-stock will be de- 
pendent mainly on oats in the next 
twelve months, said Dr. Ryan. The 
demand on the 778,000 acres of oats 
grown would be heavy. It was neces- 
sary to ensure first that the oatmeal 
millers should obtain their require- 
ments for the production of human 
food, and that then there would be 
an equitable distribution at reasonable 
prices to feeders of live-stock, includ- 
ing citv horse-owners. 

Recalling last vear’s speculation in 
grain, the Minister for Agriculture 
pointed to the Emergency Powers 
(Cereals) Order, signed earlier this 
month, and made it clear that the 
licensed buyers must not dispose of 
the grain as they wished, either by 
selling or grinding in their own mills. 
In the case of wheat, licensed millers 
will be authorised to mill their home- 
grown wheat quotas into flour or 
wheaten meal, and dealers will be re- 
quired to sell only to licensed millers, 
and, as far as practicable, only to 
those millers whose premises are 
nearest to them. 

To advise and assist him in arranging 
for the distribution of barley and oats, 
the Cereals Distribution Committee, 
representative of the various interests 
concerned, had been appointed. This 
Committee would direct authorised 
buyers when and where to dispose of 
barley and oats. 


A WARNING 


Having praised the farmers, Dr. 
Ryan then seriously warned wheat. 
growers, that it was an offence to use 
wheat for the feeding of animals. 
Every available barrel would be needed 
for human food. No farmer should 
hold back his wheat; he should sell 
all his millable wheat, apart from what 
he required for seed and for the use of 
himself and his family. 

Dr. Ryan added that it was his in- 
tention to press for heavy penalties 
in any case in which it would be 


necessary to. institute proceedings 
for offences against the Emergency 
Order. 


FUEL FOR THRESHING 


On the question of coal for threshing 
machines, Dr. Ryan said that farmers 
should immediately provide themselves 
with good black turf or with timber. 
These fuels had been used before. It 
was obvious that they could be used 
again, and they must be used this year. 
An ample supply of good coal would 
be preferable, but that supply was not 
available. There was no use in 
creating a fool’s paradise by telling 
producers that they would get coal; 
it was better to let them face the hard 
and unpleasant fact now. 

Mentioning the suggestion that the 


Army should aid the farmer in 
harvesting, Dr. Ryan said that for 
‘various reasons ” this could not be 
arranged. 


“ GROW MORE WHEAT ” 


Finally, he reminded farmers that 
owing to the shortage of manures it 
weal not be possible to obtain as 
good a yield of cereal crops in 1942 
as they had been accustomed to in 
recent years. It was of the greatest 
importance that every farmer should 
grow more wheat in the coming 
season. He hoped soon to announce a 
maximum price for seed wheat. But 
in these times of stress the farmer 
could not afford to rest on his oars. 
Before he had disposed of this year's 
crop he must prepare for next year. 
The community’s needs would be at 
least as great; the difficulties would 
probably be greater. Planned tilling 
should be put into operation 
immediately.

A LIMERICK SHIP 


The Irish vessel was the Clon- 
Jara (1,221 sent owned by the 
Limerick Steamship Company, and 
registered at Limerick. 

She carried a crew of 19, a num- 
ber of whom have been landed 
safely. 

The full story of the attack was told 
to Reuter by skippers of the vessels 
now lying in the Tagus. ‘Their only 
grumble was that there were not 
enough escorting ‘planes to keep off 
reconnaissance machines and prevent 
them communicating the position of the 
convoy to submarines. 

Shortly after leaving Britain the 
convoy sighted a German reconnaissance 
‘plane which circled round them and 
then made off. Five days later (on 
Tuesday last), when it was off Cape 
Finisterre, two other ’planes appeared 
and dropped two sticks of bombs which 
fell behind the convoy. 

The next morning the first submarine 
appeared. ‘Two merchantmen and a 
tug were hit and sunk by torpedoes. 
but, despite the darkness of the night, 
most of their crews were saved. On 
Friday morning two _ four-engined 
‘planes made an appearance, but were 
kept off the convoy’s Catalina 
escort. F@tr hours later—at noon— 
there was RB warning that submarines 
were in thá vicinity and depth charges 
were dropped, though with what result 
is not known. 

That night there were three sub- 
marine attacks. In the first the tor- 
pedoes missed all their targets, but 
two ships went down in the second 
attack at 1 a.m. and two more about 
three hours later when the convoy was 
about 160 miles from the Portuguese 
coast. Nearly all the vessels lost 
were below 1,000 tons. 

The convoy continued on its course, 
and reached Lisbon in perfect order. 
Some survivors have been landed. but 
it is believed that most of those picked 
up were taken to Gibraltar by the 
escort. 

The German claim that a destroyer 
was sunk is denied in well-informed 
British quarters at Lisbon. 

Guns of the escorting warships and 
of the ships in the convoy—except, for 
the unarmed Irish vessel—kept the 
‘planes at too great a distance for 
them to be effective, ‘‘This is my 
sixteenth convoy along the same route, 
and the first in which we have lost a 
ship,” one skipper said. “We should 
not have lost these had we had suffi- 
cient air escort,” he added.—(Renter.)

NEW COMMAND IN 
EAST AFRICA 


LT.-GENERAL PLATT’S 
APPOINTMENT 


SIMLA, Thursday.—The creation of 
a new military command is announced 
here, to be known as the East African 
Command. It will be directly under 
the War Office, and will include all 
territories between the southern borders 
of the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan and the 
northern frontier of Southern Rhodesia. 

Lieutenant-General Platt has been 

selected as General Officer Command- 
ing. 
It is explained that the decision is 
being taken in view of the virtual 
termination of operations in East 
Africa, and in order to enable the 
Commander-in-Chief, Middle East, to 
devote his whole attention to more 
active theatres of operations. 

Lieutenant-General A. G. Cunning- 
ham, Commander of the East African 
Forces, has been transferred to a com- 
mand in the Middle East. 

Lieutenant-General Sir William Platt 
and Lieutenant-General Sir Alan 
Cunningham were specially commended 
recently by Mr. Churchill in Parlia- 
ment, adds the Press Association. They 
personally directed sections of the 
Abyssinian campaign. 


MORE GERMANS

ATTACK ON BRITISH CONVOY| 
SEVEN VESSELS AND CORVETTE SUNK 


URTEEN ships from the British convoy attacked by

Some idea of the strength of 
the defences over fifty iniles in depth 
around the former Tsarist capital is 
disclosed by the German News Agency, 
which talks of pill-boxes ‘ reinforced 
with concrete walls and armoured 
cupolas ” yrouped before Luga.

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York—and Dublin 


Just forty years ago Mr. Seebohm 
Rowntree, .whose name is familiar to 
everybody with a sweet tooth, concluded 
that the wise solution of housing problems 
called for wider surveys of, and deeper 
research into, social conditions in general 
than yet had been undertaken. He took 
the view that poverty lay at the root of 
slum evils, ‘and he decided to test his 
beliefs by undertaking an intensive social 
and economic survey of his native city of 
York. At his expense, and under his 
guidance, a staff of expert investigators 
proceeded to examine many aspects of 
social disorders which hitherto had been 
treated as somewhat outside tMe scope of 
housing and public health reformers. 
When the results of his investigations were 
published, in an elaborately detailed re- 
port, the British Government and local 
authorities, as well as philanthropic 
societies and voluntary housing-reform 
agencies, found it necessary to revise their 
estimates of housing needs and possibili- 
ties. Research and diagnosis had revealed 
Many new and unsuspected relationships 
between poverty, disease, death rates and 
slum environment. A new stimulus and 
a new sense of direction were given to 
movements concerned with the many-sided 
and interlocked problems of social better- 
ment. If—so social reformers were driven 
to reflect—such conditions prevailed in a 
city like York, what must they be in 
many of Great Britain’s really over- 
crowded industrial centres of population? 
If—as the report, which was based on an 
intensive study of conditions that rule in 
every working-class household, vouched— 
the infantile death-rate exceeded 160 per 
1,000 births in such a city as York, what 
must it be in the slum districts of London 
and Glasgow and Liverpool? If thousands 
of York’s families were compelled to eke 
out mis@rable lives below a well-established 
“poverty-line,” what tale would such 
surveys have to tell of the miseries and the 
human tragedies that hid themselves 
behind the imposing facades of other cities 
and towns? 

Stirred by such revelations to revise 
their outlooks on the interwoven problems 
of housing and poverty, what positive 
action was taken by official and voluntary 
reform agencies? Are such conditions less 
intolerable in York and other cities to-day 
than they were forty years ago? Here, 
again, Mr. Rowntren comes to our help 
with a new, and still more searching, 
diagnosis. In '' Poverty and Progress ’’— 
recently published by Messrs. Longmans— 
he records another survey of the social 
conditions of his city, as they were three 
years ago. From that publication it is 
possible to measure many of the varied 
advances which followed the revelations of 
forty years back. Let us mention a few. 
Forty years ago 155 ‘of every 1,000 
working-class families had not a farthing 
to spare when provision had been made 
for their barest needs. To-day the propor- 
tion has been halved. Now-— when allow- 
ance has been made for changed* money 
values—the average wage-earner’s income 
is greater by 38 per cent, than it was forty 
years ago. York’s infantile death-rate has 
fallen from 160 to 54 per thousand births. 
During the interval the proportion of 
family incomes spent on intoxicating 
drinks fell by 40 per cent. Secondary 
education, non-existent in 1899, now caters 
for 1,200 members of wage-earners’ 
families. The cinema and radio provide 
forms of recreation and education that 
were unknown to working-class families 
of forty years ago. The extreme poverty 
of the aged has been mitigated by the dis- 
tribution of old age pensions; and suffer- 
ings due to unemployment and ill-health 
have been alleviated by the operation of 
national insurance schemes. What, how- 
ever, has happened in regard to housing? 
So recently as 1918 York’s Corporation 
had only provided 30 dwellings: To-day 
the number is 4,970, of which more than 
a third enjoy the previously unknown 
luxuries of gardens and bathrooms. Yet, 
despite such all-round advances, Mr. 
Rowntree and his collaborators find no 
reason for complacency, Having drawn a 
new “poverty line,” they find that ól 
per cent. of York’s working-class families 
have barely enough to provide for rent, 
clothing and fuel. They have no margin 
to spend on fares, tobacco, holidays, or 
even on the maintenance of household 
equipment. Thousands of children remain 
without nourishment, and 
intervals of leave

hundreds of families on the verge of } 


starvation. 

Now, let us ask, what of Dublin? What 
would be revealed by similarly intensive 
surveys and records of the average con- 
ditions which prevail here? Would it be 
found that still higher proportions of our 
Wage-earners’ families are compelled to 
struggle against adversity below the level 
of some defined “poverty line”? Has 
the progress made in the past forty years 
kept pace with York’s advances? Has 
Dublin any grounds for complacency, or 
for relaxation of its efforts to grapple with 
the evils of slumdom and poverty? 
Unfortunately, the lack of comparative 
surveys makes it impossible to: answer 
such questions. Nevertheless, there are 
good—even if somewhat speculative— 
grounds for the belief that much real pro- 
gress has been made. When we compare 
the really appalling conditions of housing 
which prevailed forty years ago, and the 
puny efforts which were being made then 
to grapple with slumdom and its diseases, 
with the conditions of to-day, there are 
grounds for feelings of gratitude and of 
hope for the future. If we recall the rates 
of wages and working conditions that 
existed forty years ago on Dublin's quay- 
sides, and among the general body of 
casual labourers, with those that now 
prevail, there can be no doubt that 
appreciable inroads have been made into 
the general domain of extreme poverty. 
Likewise, to-day’s records of infant 
mortality and average death-rates tell a 
tale of real—though deplorably insufficient 
—progress. Far more doubtful, we believe. 
would be the results of a survey of average 
family incomes in terms of their actual 


purchasing powers. If we are to accept 
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the widespread belief that 
subsidised rents of suburban cottages can. 
only be paid at the expense of under- 
nourished children, the case for wider and 
more imtensive social surveys becomes 
too hard to answer. If—as we decline to 
believe—too much attention has been given 
to housing needs, and too little to other 
social ills, the time is overdue at which 
to establish some new and safer balance. 
To establish the facts and data on which 
to strike some such balance has become a 
pressing public duty. The effective 
application of medical remedies depends 
on sound diagnosis. To seek for social 
remedies on any other basis is merely to 
chase some will-o’-the-wisp. Mr. Rowntree 
has shown us how to make our social 


diagnosis. Why should the Corporation 
hesitate to follow his example and 
methods? Why should not.Cork and 


Limerick and.other cities do likewise? 


Ministers’ Warnings 


The Minister for Agriculture—like his 
colleague, the Minister for Supplies, a few 
nights previously—had good news for the 
country when he broadcast from Radio 
Eireann yesterday evening. According to 
Dr. Ryan, this-year’s wheat crop is the 
largest since 1846. On the basis of an 
average yield of ¢ereal and root crops, the 
land of the twenty-six counties this year 
will have produced the largest quantity of 
food on record. This is genuinely good 
news, and many hearts will be lightened 
by it. Nevertheless, we-dare not assume 
that our troubles with regard to food are 
at an end. There will be no room for 
waste. Mr. Lemass observed on Friday 
night that, in order to supply the present 
demand, it will be necessary to import 
60,000 tons of wheat from abroad ata 
high price. His colleague, apparently less 
sanguine, adds that it may not be pos- 
sible to obtain this complement of foreign 
wheat, and that a considerable proportion 
of the produce of the 169,000 acres under 
barley must be held as a reserve for human 
food. In sum, Ireland must regard every 
hundredweight of wheat as so much gold. 
Not a crust of bread can be wasted; no 
wheat whatsoever may be fed to live-stock ; 
no farmer may hold back—in the hope of 
scarcity or for any other reason—any more 
of his wheat than is needed to provide his 
family with food and his land with seed. 
There promises to be food enough, but 
there certainly will be none to spare. 

Ireland has been promised hardship. If, 
in respect of food, the hardship is likely 


to be less severe than she anticipated, she } 


dare not assume that her troubles are 
over. A few months ago every person 
who took thedrouble to think was alarmed 
hy the prospect of a severe shortage of 
food. Now that this fear in large measure 
has been alleviated, it is replaced by 
another—the fear of a shortage of fuel. 
It may be that in this case also anticipa- 
tions will prove to have been worse than 
the reality. We most sincerely hope so, 
but we would be doing our readers an 
ill service if we should try to inspire them 
with any too comfortable belief. Little 
coal is entering the country, and what 
there is of it is bad. Supplies of paraffin 
could not be obtained for love or money 
a week or two ago; a certain amount will 
be ‘‘ released ” next month, but it will not 
be enough to supply more than the barest 
requirements of lighting, and nothing like 
enough for purposes of cooking. It is 
becoming unpleasantly clear that this 
country will be fortunate—a great deal 
more fortunate than any of us has a right 
to expect—if even a substantial fraction 
of the normal output of gas and electricity 
can be maintained throughout the winter, 
if trains and ‘buses can continue to run, 
and if supplies of turf and timber are 
enough to keep even a limited ration of 
warmth in the hearths and ranges of city- 
dwellers. The nation’s duty is to recognise 
these possibilities and to take all possible 
provision against them. The Government, 
working through local authorities, has 
plans for the supply and transport of fuel 
from the country, and only time can tell 
how effective these plans will, be. In 
the meantime, everybody can help in his 
or her small way by the strictest avoidance 
of waste. Waste of fuel has become an 
even deeper sin against the community 
than waste of food. 


The Christmas Stocking 


Now that the summer holidays are 
drawing to a close, the children will begin 
to look forward to the next important 
landmark in the year, Christmas Day. 
Although the legend of Santa Claus is, 
perhaps, wearing a little thin among the 
more sophisticated youngsters of the 
present age, Christmas Day still means 
presents, and, in most cases, presents still 
mean toys. No doubt, the children realise 
that such gifts as gloves, wristlet watches, 
fountain pens, and so on are the most 
useful type to receive, but they have not 
the glamour of brightly painted, highly 
polished toys, which arrive neatly, but 
mysteriously, packed in brown paper 
parcels of misleading shapes and sizes. 
By all accounts. the children, too, will 
fee] the effects-of the war this Christmas; 
for we learn that there will be fewer 
varieties of toys, that they will be more 
difficult to obtain, and, naturally, that 
they will be more expensive. There will be 
nothing new in the “toy line,’’ and, as 
a report in this newspaper put it yester- 
day, ‘‘ blasé children will have to content 
themselves with the usual models.’’ In 
point of fact, there should bagno necessity 
for novelties at Christmas time. The 
essential thrill of Christmas and of 
Christmas presents is not the thrill of 
anything new; and most children, apart 
from those pampered pets who have based 
their philosophy of life on the posturings 
of Miss Shirley Temple, Miss Gloria Jean 
and the other products of Hollywood's film 
studios, realise it. There is nothing par- 
ticularly new about Christmas crackers or 
those netted stockings which contain a 
miscellaneous selection of toys and 
trinkets ; yet they are as popular with the 
children to-day as ever they were. Such 
articles as dolls’ ‘‘prams’’ and children’s 
bicycles will not réach the country at all 
this year, but a great many of the shops 
have, we learn, small reserve stocks, so 
that they will not be completely unobtain- 
able this Christmas. The shortage of toys, 
however, will be acute, and would seem to 


| 
heavily 


offer a valuable opportunity to the toy- 
manufacturers of Ireland. We trust that 
they will rise to the occasion, It is 
pleasant to note, according to the report, 
that they feel assured that they can cope 
with the increased demands, but it is a 
great pity that the toys will be more ex- 
pensive than usual. In spite of the severe 
shortage of raw materials, a strong effort 
should be made to keep the prices low. 
Toy-making is one of those trades which 
can utilise whatever material happens to 
be available, and if Ireland could manage 
to produce inexpensive toys at the present 
time, the future of the trade might be 
assured, and the children certainly would 
have a happier Christmas.

CANADA'S NEW HIGH 
COMMISSIONER 
MR. JOHN DOHERTY KEARNEY 
VISITS MR. DE VALERA 


Mr. John Doherty Kearney, the new 
Canadian High Commissioner, has now 
arrived in Dublin, and is staying at the 
Gresham Hotel.

LONDON LETTER 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
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R ANTHONY EDEN will preside 
over the meeting of representatives 
of the Allies at a conference to be held 
soon in London, when Russia will he 
fully represented, and Mr. Mackenzie 
King, the Canadian Prime Minister, will 
be present officially on behalf of his 
Government. This will be the first time 
that a Dominion has been represented at 
such a gathering. It is understood that 
the first subject to be given attention will 
be the provision of food supplies to Europe 
after the war, and Mr. Arthur Greenwood, 
the Minister of Reconstruction, will be 
present at the conference to give guidance 
and to receive instructions. A limited 
number of pressmen will be permitted to 
attend, but it is unlikely that there will be 
any report of the proceedings, since the 
discussions will he seerat. 


Mrs. Roosevelt 


It is reported from the United States 
this morning that Mrs. Roosevelt denies 
that she has any attention of paying a 
visit to Britain, and that she does not 
intend to fly over in a bomber. This denial 
will be received with a certain amount of 
disappointment here, where people would 
have been delighted to express to the wife 
of the President of the United States the 
gratitude they feel for all the splendid 
work of a charitable character that has 
been done. That work is great and far- 
reaching, and it would not be too much to 
say that millions of British have benefited 
from if in one way or another. The 
number of canteens open mair air raids 
is just one instance of the greatly 
appreciated efforts of the charitable people 
on the other side, while millions of 
garments have reached this country for use 
by those who havo lost everything in the 
Taias, 


Less Travel 


There ia a distinct possibility that rail- 
way travelling in Britain may become 
more dificult for the ordinary passenger, 
and that the return-ticket system may 
undergo a great amount of revision. There 
is still too much movement on the rail- 
ways for pleasure, and it is said that the 
convenience of the workers is seriously 
affected. Sunday trains may be much 
reduced im number and size, while cheap 
shopping tickets and those used for day 
return journeys, now iSsued at cheap 
rate, may disappear. All these ola were 


to be discussed when the public services 
vehicle operators of the north midland 
region met in Nottingham to-day. It is 
claimed that many workers are unable te 
obtain seats on the trains, being crowded 
out by pleasure-seekers, and that the time 
has come when, drastic action has become 
necessary to put an end to this kind of 
thing. 


Reconstruction 


Lord Reith has set up a council rerre- 
senting builders, architects, engineers and 
surveyors to assist him to control the 
British Government’s great programme of 
building, which is to cost about three 
hundred and fifty million pounds, The 
last ounce of energy 1s to be extracted 
from the industry to secure success for the 
policy of practical reconstruction. One 
interesting point is that an a is to 
be made to the Board of Education to 
bring about a form of training of boys in 
the arts and crafts of building and manage- 
ment, while efforts will be made to obtain 
the release from the services of numbers 
of skilled men in the industry. The task 
is an enormous one, but Lord Reith, with 
the help of his council, hopes to fulfil it. 


Food Reserves 


The Ministry of Food is carefully pre- 
paring for any sible emergency, and 
the food raservés in London are the largest 
for twelve months past. In addition, 
arrangements have been made for the pro- 
vision of considerable quantities of the six 
most important commodities in various 
places to give doubled rations, if need be, 
for all the population for two weeks. These 
stocks have already been stored. Should 
occasion arise, they can be handed out to 
people to share with the least possible 
trouble and it will need only the co- 
operation of the public to make the 
arrangement a success should occasion 
necessitate such emergency distribution. 


More Pears 


Fruit-growers in the South of England 
are surprised to find that their orchards 
have the best crop of pears seen for years. 
The yield 1s really extraordinary, as many 
things have been against fruit cultivation 
this year. Two varictie omice and 
conference—are doing pafticularly well, 
and it is possible that many will be 
canned for winter use, as is done in 
America. The comice has always been in. 
great demand in hotels and restaurants, 
béing regarded as a luxury fruit. The 
ordinary pear trees also are bearing well 
this year.

Leningrad 
—_——_—— 


Leningrad, or St. Petersburgh as we 
knew it in our school days, and later as 
Petrograd, owes almost all its chief archi- 
tectural features to Peter the Great. He 
laid the foundations of the city in 1703, 
and showed by tHe scheme of construction 
that he ordained that he was a scientific 
town-planner, far in advance of any of the 
monarchs or architects of his time. 

All the principal streets radiate off the 
Admiralty, a splendid pile of three-storey 


há 
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buildings. Spacious, and with lime trees 
bordering the narrow pathways, there is 
a similarity of design in all the houses, 
business and private, which gives a pleas- 
ing effect. The most famous is the Nevsky 
Prospect, which shares with Prince’s 
street in Edinburgh the distinction of 
being the two finest streets in the world. 

From the start of his reign Peter 
showed his determination to make the 
capital imposing and picturesque. He 
compelled his subjects in adjacent towns 
to live in it, forced them to adopt western 
civilisation, and decreed that every vessel 
arriving in it should. have stones as part 
of cargo. to be used in the building of the 
city. He had grandiose conceptions in all 
the designs that he promoted, notably the 
old Admiralty and the Winter Palace, 
which was the scene of all the great royal 
functions from his time until the end of 
the Romanoff dynasty. 

Rich in literary possessions, the State 
Library contains over a million volumes 
and a large collection of manuscripts. 
Before the Revolution there were over a 
hundred and fifty daily and weekly news- 
papers published in the city. 


The Bakers’ Tram 


A night-working correspondent writes? 

I am very glad to hear that the early 
morning tram which leaves the Pillar at 
5.40 is still running, despite rumours to. 
the contrary. If this tram should ever 
stop running, the D.U.T. Co. will have 
dealt a hard blow against the Ballsbridge 
bakers, who use it to get to work each 
morning ; for they would thus have either 
to walk or cycle to Ballsbridge—a prospect 
which would be welcomed by none, and 
which would be particularly unpopular 
among the older men.

In 1928 he became Principal Officer in 
the Department of Finance, and was 
appointed Commissioner of Valuation 
and Director of Ordnance Survey in 
1931 as successor to Mr. J. C. Gregg. 

On Monday night Mr. and Mrs. 
Herlihy made arrangements for their 
departure from Ballybunion on yes- 
terday morning. 


MISSED FROM BEDROOM 

he Coroner, Dr. J. Maguire, 
assisted by a jury, held an inquest yes- 
terday at the Castle Hotel. 

Mrs. Nancy Herlihy, the widow, 
said they were married in 1940. On 
the 11th August they arrived at Bally- 
bunion, They finished packing on 
Monday night and retired to bed about 

ó0 a.m The night was wild and 
she closed the window, as she con- 
sidered a slight break in one of the 
window panes sufficient for ventilation. 
She awoke and found the window 


open. She put on the light and saw 
that her husband was missing. The 
time by her watch was 4.50. 


She knew that something was wrong, 
as the door was locked from the inside. 
She came through the corridor and put 
on the light. She saw her husband <n 
pyjamas on the paved pathway outside. 
She screamed, and the porter arrived, 
and she sent him for help. 
Replying to the Coroner, Mrs. 
Herlihy said that never to her know- 
ledge did her husband  sleep-walk. 
Once. a long time ago, she switched un 
the light, and saw him standing on the 
floor. She said, ‘‘John, what are you 
doing ?” and he returned to bed again. 


ACCIDENTAL FALL 

Dr. John Hannan, who made a 
post-mortem examination, said death 
was caused by a fracture of the base 
of the skull, which resulted in com- 
pression of the brain. The injuries 
were due to a fall, which he would 
say was accidental. 

Mr. W. J. McCarthy, solicitor, pyp- 
prictor of the hotel, said he knew ifr. 
Herlihy very well. as he was in the 
habit of coming to Ballybunion for the 
past five or six years. He settled his 
account on Monday night, and he bade 
him good-bye, as he knew he was 
leaving the following morning. 

Kathleen Kerins, who occupied the 
next room, said she was awakened by 
some noise like the moving of furni- 
ture, and heard a window being 
pushed. Some minutes later she heard 
a door opening and someone running 
towards the corridor. Someone said: 
‘Oh, John, you are dead.” 

Thos. Shanahan, porter, said that 
about 4.15 he heard screams. He met 
Mrs. Herlihv, and she pointed to her 
husband. He picked him up and 
thought he was then dead. He 
summoned Dr. Cummins and Fr. 
Hopkins, who was staying in the hotel. 
Dr. Cummins said Mr. Herlihy was 
dead when he arrived. 

Sergeant. Noonan said he examined 
the room occupied by Mr. and Mrs. 
Herlihy, and found everything in order. 
Mr. Herlihy fell a distance of 24 feet 
7 inches. 

Superintendent McKenna, 
represented the authorities. 

A verdict in accordance with Dr. 
Hannan's evidence was returned.

Direct hits 
on buildings were obtained. 

‘* Fighters carried out two offensive 
sweeps against enemy aerodromes in 
the Cherbourg area. Enemy aircraft 
on the ground were attacked with 
cannon and machine-gun fire, and 
many were set on fire. 

“ In the course of offensive patrols 
by other fighters, an aerodrome near 
the Belgian coast, and enemy patrol 
ships near Calais, were attacked.

ARGENTINE RAILS» 


More interest was taken in Home 
Rails yesterday, the buying apparently 
being to secure the satisfactory yields 
> maria at present prices, Great 
Vestern Ord. and some of the junior 
Preferences baint. —, firm, 
but Argentine ils have been de- 
pressed by a cabled report that two of 
the companies, the B.A. Pacific and 
B.A. Great Southern, have been 
ordered to repay sums totalling over 
5,000,000 pesos to workers, consisting 
of wage deduction in 1938 and 1939. 

Details expected to arrive from Argentina 
shortly are awaited, but, in the meantime, 
it is believed that the order implements an 
award made by President Justo in 1934. 
Under that award it was agreed that the 
railways should be allowed to deduct certain 
percentages from wages, while the economic 
positions of the companies remained parti- 
cularly unfavourable, but it was agreed that 
when revenues reached a certain total the 
appropriate refund to the workers should 
be made. If this belief is correct, then 
the companies concerned would already have 
made provision for the item in advance. 

The setback in prices of the stocks has 
been moderate compared with the recent 
appreciation when speculators were picking 
up securities with the idea of securing a 
capital profit when international trade re- 
vives after the war. 


IMPROVED TRADE 


Statistics of Argentina’s foreign trade 
during the first six months of this vear. 
published in the review of the Bank of 
London and South America, show that, by 
cutting down imports severély all round, 
the effect of the serions decline in exports 
of grain since June, 1940, has heen counter- 
balanced. The visible trade balance at the 
end of June was. in fact, much more favour- 
able than a year before. 

The growing importance of the T.S.A. 
as a market for Argentine produce is in. 
dicated by figures relating to wool exports. 
During the first nine months (October-June) 
of the 1940-1941 season sales of Argentine 
wool totalled 83.407 metric tons. compared 
with 48,678 tons in the like period of the 
previous season. Exports of wool from the 
Argentine during that period _ totalled 
163.420 tons, 2gainst 112.749 tons. of 
which no less than 137.964 tons went to 
the U.S.A.. compared with 49.147 tons in 
the first nine months of 1939-1940. Japan 
took 10,5935 tons, against 5.973; Russia 
4.343 tons, against nil. while to Rritain 
= figure was 3.931 tons. against 10.527 
ons. 


BATCHELOR’S PEAS 


Trading profit of Batchelor’s Peas for the 
year to 30th June last reached a record 
high figure of £172,509, which compares 
with £130.999 for 1939-1940.

DISTRESS IN DUBLIN 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—I have waited in vain for some 
more able pen than mine to reply to 
Mrs. Beveridge’s plea for improvement 
of, and inquiry into, tenement property 
and its condition in this city. 

A very just and reasonable solution 
could be found in readjustment of 
existing legislation, provided we have 

ot courage enough to adopt it. As 
figisietion now stands, any property 
neglected to dilapidation becomes sub- 
ject to revaluation. at a rate lower 
than that originally set on the pro- 
perty, and any improvement to pro- 
perty is rewarded with an increase in 
rateable valuation. Thus tenement 
property becomes most remunerative 
when neglected, whilst to improve and 
instal reasonable conveniences within 
the property is rewarded by the im- 
position of a penalty. To my mind, 
this is most unjust, and is one thing 
that could not be justified. 

Next comes the matter of income tax 
on property. This is assessed at five- 
fourths of the rateable valuation, irre- 
spective of the amount of income 

erived from the property, making it 
again good business to neglect such 
property. Why not increase the valua- 
tion in proportion to the state of 
neglect and age of building, thus 
penalising instead of rewarding 
neglect? Why not levy income tax on 
the actual income from the property, 
making allowances for such bas 
ments and repáirs as are cafried out, 
thus encouraging the employment of 
labour and use of materials? — 

Tenement property in this city is a 
disgrace, ink in many cases is in a 
state of collapse. The work done in 
many cases should not be permitted 
by the building inspectors, It is 
common to see roofs covered again and 
again with sand and cement, loading 
the timbers with three to four times 
the load they were designed to carry, 
they. in turn, sagging and thrusting 
out the walls. Gutters are flooded 
with pitch and tar as a cheap means 
of staunching them. I dread to think 
of what the result of a shower of 
incendiary bombs would be should any 
land. in these gutters. 

Like Mrs. Beveridge and many 
others, | would like to see owners’ 
names made public. Why, if I derive 
my living from hawking coals on a 
donkey cart and have to put my name 
on it. together with my address, should 
not the tenement property owner be 
made to do the same on the property 
he gets his living from’?’—Yours, etc.,

ANOTHER DREAM 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Since Mr. Wylie wrote of his 
famous dream, which is now, happily, 
taking concrete form, and which we all 
hope some day may be in a large 
measure realised, other people have 
seen visions of a better future for our 
country; and one section of the com- 
munity—namely, the innumerable 
devoted social workers among our 
poor—have in this last. week had the 
great and almost incredible happiness 
of seeing one of the wildest dreams 
come true. 

With the schemes for community 
feeding now well and energetically in 
hand, with the co-operation of every- 
body, and the blessing and practical 
help of the Government, it really does 
look as though no one need die of 
starvation this winter. The awareness 
of this problem, and the way it is 
being systematically solved, comes as 
a tonic to all who have dared to dream 
that some day Ireland may be a model 
State, with its poor well fed and 
housed, and that the solving of the 
problems made lead us to the _aviable 
— of gaining the admiration of 

urope as a Christian State, a position 
such as Portugal occupies at the pre- 
sent time. ' 

Perhaps this vision went completely 
to my head; but I also dreamed a 
dream. I thought that one night i 
was roused from sleep by a series of 
muffled, but persistent, explosions, so 
that I finally sat up exasperated, 
exclaiming: ‘‘Good heavens! What is 
this? Has the war come to Ireland? ” 
Then I saw that there was a shadowy 
figure in the room. It wore a bowler 
hat, had large whiskers, and reminded 
me strongly of the plumber from the 
infernal regions in Jimmy O’Dea‘s *‘ So 
What.” While { was puzzling, it 
shouted at me: “Get up! What's 
wrong with you that you can’t hear 
it?’’ And all the time the explosions 
continued louder, punctuated by much 
shouting and rounds of cheers. “' But 
what is it?” I said. ‘It’s the houses 
coming down,” he cried. ‘* There they 
go, street after street. They re pulling 
down the rotten old houses (and it’s 
not much pulling that most of them 
want). The slums are going, and the 
workers are to build them up for them- 
selves. Hark at them yelling like 
they’d beat the band. We're all in it, 
and the Government, too.” ** But 
who are you that’s come to tell me?” 
“I am a landlord,” he said, half 
apologetically. ‘* We're all in it, too.” 
At this I sprang up and shook him 
violently by the ha and slapped him 
on the back till his hat tipped over 
one eye. And then the noise all stopped 
suddenly, and he seemed to melt away 
in a gray shadow, the morning light 
came through the blinds, and 1 knew 
that it had all been only a dream. I 
remembered that the bad old houses 
still stood, and that tuberculosis, “the 
White Death,” still stalked through the 
overcrowded rooms, laying a cold hand 
on this or that young shoulder. 

While I felt the exaltation dying, 
something stronger said: ‘‘ No, you 
shan’t despair. If the old bogey of 
hunger has been killed by men of good 
heart, then your dream may yet be 
realised. For in this city there are 
men of good heart, and from dreams 
and visions come the realities.’” Now, 
it may well be asked what practical 
suggestions can be made about the 
housing problem, when there is a war 
on, and building materials are dear 
and scarce. Various suggestions have 
been sent to me. One correspondent 
says that any improvement to property 
is penalised by an increase in rateable 
value, and that neglect to delapidation 
is rewarded by a reduction in valua- 
tion. There is, therefore, no incentive 
to a slum landlord to improve his 
property. The same writer suggests 
the only way to commence the wiping 
out of insanitary houses is that this 
process should be reversed, and that 
the valuation should be increased and 
the owner penalised, when a house is 
found to be in a dangerous condition. 

If more people could be roused to 
take an interest in this matter (and 
there are signs that they are taking 
interest), how much could be done 
before another tragedy makes us realise 
that we have waited too long.—Yours, 
etc., (Mrs.) SHFILA BEVERIDGE.

CLONDALKIN 


PAPER PLAN 
STRAW INSTEAD 
OF PULP 


MR. J. J. WALSH’S BIG 
PURCHASE SCHEME 


LANS for the purchase of about 

P 8.000 tons of straw from this 
year’s harvest have just been 
completed by the Clondalkin Paper 
Mills. From the straw, which will be 
purchased at the rate of a ton, 
bailed and delivered at the Mills, it is 
hoped to make different kinds of 
paper, mainly for wrapping purposes, 
fruit and sweet bags, and the hike. 
In the course of an interview with an 
Irish Times reporter, Mr. J. J. Walsh, 
Chairman of the Clondalkin Paper 
Mills, Ltd., said that the pulp from 
the straw would take the place of 
imported sulphide pulp. But every- 
thing would depend on the supply of 
rags available. 
Ve are hoping, in a big way, to get 
rags of all sorts—old cotton and linen 
goods, said Mr. Walsh. We could be 
doing with anything up to fifty tons a 
week. We are putting in the plant to 
chop, crush and boil these old rags 
into pulp, and in this way add enor- 
mousiy to the strength and durability 
of the paper we mill. 
NO MORE FOREIGN 
PULP 

We have decided, as a policy in 
Clondalkin, he added, to abandon all 
idea of getting any. more foreign pulp. 
The thing is hopeless. There are only 
a few hundred tons of pulp available 
in America, and owing to fierce 
competition the price is being 
pushed up as high as the moon. 
It is attracting buyers from all 
quarters. Even if we could afford 
to pay  rocket-high prices, the 
American pulp is of poor quality, with 
a lot of tar in it, and very inferior to 
Scandinavian pulp. At £40 or £0 a 
ton it would be foolish to import such 
poor quality stuff. 
We believe, said Mr. Walsh, that 
we will be able in our Clondalkin Mills 
to keep our machinery fully occupied 
with home resources. We are getting 
a pretty good supply of waste paper, 
and we hope to add considerably to 
this by supplies of rags—a field which 
is now being tapped for the first time. 


CONVERSION OF PLANT 


We are having our Lancashire steam 
boilers converted, so as to deal with 
straw for pulping. The process of 
conversion of the plant is expensive, 
but in a couple of months we hope to 
be able to turn out a big quantity of 
straw pulp, which will then be mixed 
with the pulp from rags, and in this 
way paper of greater strength will be 
produced. But, expensive though the

PRICE OF STRAW 


The price of straw, said Mr. Patrick 
Belton, T.D., to our reporter, was a 
fair one, and would, he believed be 
accepted by a meeting of farmers from 
County Dublin, to be held in the 
Ormond Hotel, Dublin, this evening. 
It would be a great thing for a far- 
mer to be able to sell a hundred tons 
or so of straw in one lot to a good 
customer, and be sure of getting his
